CHIEF'S VIEWS 
ON SUMMIT’ TALKS 


New York, Mar. 12. 


Mr Hugh Gaitskell, 


the British Labour 


Party leader, said today ho thought 
it would be a “great mistake” to insist 
on lower-level negotiations before any 
“summit” talks between the leaders of 


East and West. 
While these preliminary 


negotiations were desir- 


able, he said, he felt that what the Soviet 
Union really wanted was an “ice-breaking” 
conference and it would be a great pity to 
turn that down if that, in fact, was what that 


country wanted. 


Mr Gaitskell made these statements in a three-way 
trans-Atlantic radio hook-up in. which he dis- 
cussed current international problenis with Mr 
Pierre Mendes-France, the former French 
Prime Minister and Mr Adlai Stevenson, 
titular head of the Demipreaiic Party in the 


United States. 


A transcript of the pro-

«Mr Galtskel) suggested that a 
fummit  conferenc®? to begin 
East-West talks might very 
wel] be the means by which 
the two sides could get to- 
gether on differences that could 
then be handed down to lower 
levels for  negotlotion — a 
reversal of the procedure the 
West ss demanding now. 


"] think there are two rather 
different views of thls summit 
conference which one wants to 
distinguish," Mr Galtskell sald. 


“On the whole, the Western 
viow—and particularly the 
United States’ view-—has been 
that this abould be what 
have called an ‘apex con- 
ference,’ something you reach 
eventually after there has 


been a great deal of discus- 
alon and thrashing out of 
problems betwoon secretaries, 
or perhaps between amtas- 
sadors, And then, at tho end 
of it all, the heads of state 
come along and so to spcak 
‘slgn on tho dotted line’ or 
deal with the remalning probe 
lems, 


“And I fully agree that there 
is one possible way of procecd- 
ing, but, my impression is that 
Russians — though of course 
they may change their minds 
on this — are not thinking, 
really, of a summit conference 
In those terms. 


“They are thinking of it more 
in ferms of what I call the 
‘ice-breuking’ type of confer- 
ence.

“You: would say: ‘well, now 
we haye got these problems, 
ond now that we've made some 
progress, Ict the rest of it be 
handed on to the forelgn 
secretaries or the ambassadors.’

United States and, at any rate, 
a good many people in Britain

“It js the apparent inelstence: 
that we must first of all

Even in _atom-obliterated 
Hiroshima and Nagasaid, the 
only sign of war damnoge is the 
akeleten of a tilding 
left as a grim reminder of the 
horrors of war. 

Today (March 9), another 
triumph for Japanese engincers 
fs being celebrated with — the 
furmal opening of what $s 
claimed to be the —second- 
longest undersea tunnel In the 
world, Linking Shimonoscld at 
the westem end of Honshu with 
Moji ‘on tho northern tip of 
Kyushu, the tunnel’ $s 11,245 
fect long, ranking second to tha 
16,044-foot Mersey ‘Tunnel, !n 
Britain, according to published 
figures, The undersea section, 
however, {a only 2,676 feet long. 


A two-decker affair, for road 
transport, with vehicles 
travelling on the upper deck 
and pedestrians below, tho 
wunnel passea. sunder —s the 
Shimonosoki Straits at the 
western entranco to Japan’s 
Inland Sea. It paraileis a rall- 
way tunnel between the same 
two cities, 

. Construction of the tunnel 
was first proposed in 1911, but 
ft was rejected in favour of 
building a suspension bridge. 
The bridge idea was quashed, 
in turn, by tho Imperial Navy 


While this achievement was 
widely helied, planners in tho 
fleld of oir transport facilities 
were being criticised strongly 
for thelr apparent lackadaisical 
approach to tho problem of 
providing Japan's. aerial gate- 
way at Haneda, Tokyo, with an 
adequate runway and other 
facilities noeded to handle inter- 
continental jet alrlincra, 


It was pointed out ‘that such 
jetliners are scheduled to go 
Into service next year, but, 
under present plans, Jopan wil 
not have a sultable runway for 
them until carly In 1061—a time 
that coincides with the sche- 
dulcd start of jet services by 
Japan Air Lines, In contrast 
to the situation here, It was 
also pointed -out, Hongkong’s 
new runway will be ready for 
service ijn August, this year.
